The State of New Hampshire 
To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon in the 
County of Hillsborough in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Mont Vernon on Tuesday, the tenth day of 
March, next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
and Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize and 
empower the Board of Selectmen to manage and dis- 
pose of any and all real estate acquired by the Town 
through tax title sales and real estate taken by the Town 
in default of redemption from a tax sale, and authorize 
and empower the Board of Selectmen to sell any and 
all such real estate or any part thereof, title to which 
is so acquired by the Town, on such terms and condi- 
tions as may appear to the Board to be fair, and em- 
power, authorize and direct the Board of Selectmen to 
make, execute, acknowledge and deliver to the pur- 
chaser or purchasers of such real estate good and suf- 
ficient deeds thereof in the name of, and in behalf of 
the Town. 

This authority to stand and be effective until 
or unless amended or rescinded at some future regular 
annual meeting on notice duly inserted in the town 
warrant for that purpose or act thereon, and to repeal 
any action previously taken on this subject. 
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5. To see if the town will vote to allow the collec- 
tor of taxes additional compensation for his services in 
collecting the state head tax and to fix the amount 
thereof. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid for construction for Class 5 roads, and raise 
and appropriate for said purpose the sum of $550.88. 
(State will add $3672.55.) 


7. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1350.00 to purchase for the Fire Depart- 
ment a fully equipped 600 gallon tank truck. (This 
truck is already in service and its purchase price has 
been guaranteed by individual members of the Fire 
Department.) 


8. To see if the Town will appoint a committee 
of five members, three of whom shall be selectmen, 
and authorize this committee to select and establish 
names for the various streets within the village area. 
The names of streets, so established shall be recorded 
in the town records by the Town Clerk. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
and close the short piece of highway connecting the 
Kendall Hill road with the road leading from the Brook 
road to and beyond the residence of Frederick Gavin. 
This closing to be effective upon completion of im- 
provements at the junction of the three roads afore- 
mentioned. 


10. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

The Communications Unit, under the leadership of 
Minot Ross, has capably handled several test alerts by 
telephone, and also by radio with the participation of 
the radio station owned by Robert Thayer of the Com- 
munications Unit. Frank Blanchard, being available 
twenty-four hours a day, is the contact point for an 
alert call. The Warden Services Unit, at the direction 
of Leader Vernon Wilkins, has supplied each house- 
hold with booklets and directives relative to personal 
protection and disaster procedures in event of an emer- 
gency. It is hoped that everyone has read these direc- 
tives and will keep them available for future reference. 
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Other local units while not participating in active prac- 
tices have organized their working personnel and are 
ready to function competently if a disaster should arise. 

An. alarm warning has been established whereby 
the townspeople will be informed of an emergency 
by a series of short blasts on the local fire alarm siren 
over a three minute period. This alarm will be sounded 
when a red alert is received. The following signals are 
received by telephone and action taken according to 
their meaning: A WHITE signal denotes a test alert 
and no action is necessary by the Unit Leaders: a YEL- 
LOW signal demands that the organization be alerted 
to stand by for an attack: a RED signal signifies im- 
mediate danger and the local organization leaders direct 
their units accordingly: a WHITE signal now means 
that all is clear and the situation reverts to normal. 

Due to volunteer participation no financial obliga- 
tions have arisen, and it is believed a successful organi- 
zation has been established. Anyone desiring to be of 
assistance in the local organization will be cordially 
welcomed by contacting any of the Unit Leaders listed 
here. 

May I take this opportunity to thank those assisting 
in any way in our local organization, and assure every- 
one of continued preparedness and compliance with 
the State Civilan Defense directives.

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ADMINISTRATION 


I present my 14th report under the three headings 
which follow. Elsewhere statistics comprise our report. 


A. Instruction . 

It is indeed unusual and fortunate to report no 
changes in the teaching personnel for a number of 
years. Mrs. O'Neil and Mrs. Scully, together with Miss 
Wheeler in Music, continue in the work of the first 
six grades. 

Last year I mentioned the value of workshops. 
Again I report the one held this last November in Men- 
tal Hygiene. After Dr. Philbrook of Concord opened 
the sessions as the Keynoter, four groups in alternating 
sessions explored Child Growth and Development, 
Guidance, The Arts, and Physical Education. On the 
final day a summary was given from these groups and 
material of value presented for use in each home room. 
An evaluation was made by all the teachers assembled, 
indicating that the results were very worthwhile. The 
large majority said it was “the best workshop we have 
held.” I echo the values in these larger teachers’ meet- 
ings, where more and differing ideas can be presented. 

A 1951 pamphlet, “Good Schools for Children,” 
states among other items that “The good elementary 
teacher 


knows, understands, and likes children and their 
parents 


is an educated person with wide interests and a 
stimulating personality 


is professionally qualified for teaching 

has a deep and abiding faith in democratic values 

knows the community and takes part in its activi- 
ties 


continues to grow personally and professionally 


dl 


cooperates with and is loyal to the school au- 
thorities 


is a happy, well-adjusted person 
really wants to teach.” 


Since the above might apply to any teacher, ele- 
mentary or high school, I ask you to consider these 
points in judging those who teach in your schools. — 


B. Finance

State Aid was received by all towns in this Union 
as follows: Ambherst, $3,936.18; Brookline, $4,120.74;

$176.42. Next year’s aid will be determined by the 
General Court now in session. Therefore, estimates 
used in this report may be exceeded or entirely eliminat- 
ed before next June. 


C. Needs 


I believe you should consider a program of some 
type to get the floors in shape. This was not done when 
the building was being made ready for occupancy. 

I have an Art teacher in three school districts now. 
This most fundamental program should be a part of 
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your curriculum. I wish we could extend his services 
to include Mont Vernon. 

Teachers and parents need to understand each other 
and mutual problems. I believe citizens should visit 
schools more, as interested in their child’s education, 
for adjustment of children’s difficulties, and to inquire 
into school problems. You may do all three intelligently, 
or offensively. My advice is not to criticize on one’s 
first visit and then later “with fasting and prayer.” 
Open minds lead to cooperative endeavors. This is only 
good taste in making our contacts with the school. 

I am extremely grateful to the teachers, the Board 
and to you citizens for the opportunity to serve. I ap- 
preciate all the cooperation we have had in “bringing 
to pass” a successful school program.
